THIS TELEGRAM RESPONDS TO QUESTIONS OR INSTRUCTIONS SET 
FORTH IN REFTEL. 

1. CUSTOMS, HEALTH AND IMMIGRATION 

WE SHALL REQUEST BULK CLEARANCE AND WAIVER OF EN- 
TIRE PARTY AND AIRCRAFT CREW. DO NOT BELIEVE THIS WILL 
BE PROBLEM. FSO A. ELIZABETH JONES WILL BE IN CHARGE OF 
PASSPORTS AND ENTRY FORMALITIES AT AIRPORT. 

2. SECURITY 

A. HAVE ARRANGED LIAISON WITH APPROPRIATE EGYPTIAN 
SECURITY OFFICIALS. WHEN ADVANCE AGENT ARRIVES WILL 
INTRODUCE HIM TO THESE OFFICERS SO THAT THEY CAN JOINTLY 
DEVELOP SECURITY PROGRAM FOR SECRETARY'S VISIT. 

B. POST HAS REQUESTED ASSIGNMENT OF RSO TO PRO- 
VIDE SECURITY FOR CLASSIFIED MATERIAL DURING SECRE- 
TARY'S VISIT. 

3. ACCOMMODATIONS 
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A. WE ARE STILL PLANNING ACCOMMODATE ENTIRE PARTY 
IN HILTON HOTEL, CAIRO, AND WILL MAKE THE ARRANGEMENTS 
AS SET FORTH IN PARA 5A OF REFTEL. 
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B. WE MAY HAVE DIFFICULTY IN OBTAINING TWO-WAY 
INTERCOM REQUESTED PARA 5B. IF IT CANNOT BE ARRANGED 
BY NOVEMBER 2, WLL REQUEST RSO BEIRUT TO PROVIDE TECH- 
NICAL ASSISTANCE. 

C. PARTY WILL BE PRE-REGISTERED AS REQUESTED IN 
PARA 5D OF REFTEL. 

D. WITH REGARD TO PARA 5F OF REFTEL, GOVERNMENT OF EGYPT 
STATES IT WILL PAY ALL COSTS, THEREFORE AVERAGE HOTEL 
COSTS OF ROOMS, MEALS AND INCIDENTALS NOT APPLICABLE 
THIS POST. 

4. GROUND TRANSPORTATION 

A. GOE STATES IT WILL PROVIDE ALL TRANSPORTATION 
FOR SECRETARY AND PARTY. AND WE BELIEVE THIS TO BE THE 
BEST ARRANGEMENT FOR THE SECRETARY IN TERMS OF SECURITY. 
USINT WOULD THEREFORE PLAN ON PROVIDING ONE VEHICLE FOR 
THE SECRETARY'S SPECIAL ASSISTANT AND PERSONAL ASSIST- 
ANT, ONE VEHICLE FOR S/S SECRETARIAT STAFF, AND ONE 
VEHICLE EACH FOR ASSISTANT SECRETARY SISCO AND AMBASSADOR 
MCCLOSKEY, SHOULD THEY PREFER THIS TO USING CARS FROM 

THE PRESIDENCY. GOE WOULD USE BUSES FOR STAFF MEMBERS

GOE SUPPORT FOR THIS AS WELL AS TELLEPHONE LINE TO AIR- 
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CRAFT. WILL ANY WHCA PERSONNEL ARRIVE IN ADVANCE OF 
SECRETARY'S PARTY? 

7. FUNDING 

A. SINCE GOE HAS INDICATED THAT ALL MEMBERS OF THE 
SECRETARY'S PARTY INCLUDING JOURNALISTS ARE GUESTS OF 
THE EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT, THERE SHOULD NOT BE ANY PROB- 
LEM WITH FUNDING. WE DO NOT EXPECT TO RENT ANY ADDI- 
TIONAL VEHICLES. IT IS NOT CLEAR FROM PARA 1 1C OF 
REFTEL WHETHER WHCA PERSONNEL WILL BE TRAVELING 
SEPARATELY FROM SECRETARY'S PARTY, BUT IF THEY ARE WE 
ASSUME THEY WILL PAY THEIR OWN BILLS. 

B. THERE IS SPACE FOR SECRET SEFVICE COMMAND POST 
ON 12TH FLOOR OF HILTON AND IT WILL NOT INVOLVE EXTRA 
COSTS. THE ONLY ITEMS THAT STATE SHOULD HAVE TO PAY 
UNDER 1 IE ARE MEAL COSTS OF LOCAL EMPLOYEES AND REPRE- 
SENTATION FUNCTIONS HOSTED BY THE SECRETARY.
